AWARD 


This is a complaint under Section 33A of the Industrial Disputes Act, 
1947, filed in the matter of I. D No. 1 of 1969, by the afore-mentioned 
complainant against the opposite party: 

2. In the complaint the complainant has contended that the opposite 
party is guilty of the contravention of the provisions of Section 33 of the 
Industrial Disputes Act since he has denied employment by dismissing the 
complainant from service without getting the necessary approval from the 
Industrial Tribunal and also without payment or offer of one month s wage3 
as provided in Section 33 (2) (b ) . It was also contended that there was 
neither an enquiry nor the issue of charge -shect. It was pointed out that 
the worker reported for work on 28-12-1968 when the strike was withdrawn 
on 27-12-1968 . The complainant concluded with a prayer that he may be 
reinstated with continuity of service and back wages. 

3. The opposite party submitted his written objections against the 
complaint and when the case came up for evidence the complainant exami 
ned PWI to PW5 and marked Exts. W1 to W4A , PW2 to PW5 were exa 
mined for all the following cases together since the complaints filed in those 
cases were for the same and similar action of the opposite party - Manage 
ment: 

I. D. Nos. 4 , 5 , 6 , 9 , 36 to 61 and 73 to 79 of 1969. Out of these 
cases complaints in I. D. Nos. 38 , 39 , 40, 51, 57 , 74 and 79 were with 
drawn by the complainants respectively because they were reinstated in 
service and awards were passed accordingly dismissing the complaints . 

4. The Management examined MW1 for the following cases together 

I. D. Nos. 42 , 44, 45, 50 and 58 of 1969. After the examination of 
MWI and hearing, the parties jointly submitted that the matter was settled 
out of court since the worker was reinstated in service .

AWARD 
This is a complaint under Section 33A of the Industrial Disputes Act, 
1917 , filed in the matter of I. D. No. 1 of 1969, by the afore-mentioned 
complainant against the opposite party . 

2. In the coinplaint the cornplainant has contended that the opposite 
party is guilty of the contravention of the provisions of Section 33 of the 
Industrial Disputes Act since he has denied employment by , dismissing 
the complainant from service without getting the necessary approval from 
the Industrial Tribunal and also without payment or offer of one month s 
wages as provided in Section 33 (2 ) (b ). It was also contended that there 
was neither an enquiry nor the issue of charge -sheet. It was pointed out 
that the worker “ reported for work on 28-12-1968 when the strike was 
withdrawa on 27-12-1963 . The complainant concluded with a prayer that 
he may be reinstated with continuity of service ad back wages. 

3. The opposite party submitted his written objections against the 
complaint and when the case came up for evidence the complainant 
examined PW1 to PW5 and marked Ex s . Wi to W4A . PW2 to PW5 were 
examined for all the following cases together since the complaints filed in 
those cases were for the same and similar action of the opposite party 
Management: 

I. D. Nos. 4 , 5 , 6 , 9 , 36 to 61 and 73 to 79 of 1969. 

Out of these cases complaints in I. D.Nos. 38 , 39 , 40 , 51, 57, 74 and 
79 were withdrav: n by the complainants respectively because they were 
reinstated in service and awards were passed accordingly dismissing the 
complaints. 
4. The Management 

examined MW1 for the following 
together : 

I. D. Nos: 42 , 44, 45 , 50 and 58 of 1969. 
After the examination of MWI and hearing the parties, jointly 
submitted that the matter was settled out of Court since the worker was 
reinstated in service . The learned counsel for the complainant submitted 
that the complaint is therefore not pressed . 

Since the complaint is thus not pres ci], I hereby dismiss the complaint 
and pass sny award accordingly.

COCHIN PORT EMPLOYEES (GRANT OF ADVANCES FOR BUILDING 

ETC., OF HOUSES) REGULATIONS 1970 
1 Short title and commencement - (1) These regulations may be called 
the Cochin Port Employees (Grant of Advances for Building etc. of houses) 
Regulations 1970 

(2 ) These regulations shall come into force from the date of their 
final publication in the official gazette. 

2. Interpretation . In these regulations, unless the context otherwise 
requires: 

(a ) " Board " , " Chairman " , " Deputy Chairman " , " Head ofDepart 
ment" shall have the meaning assigned to them in the Major Port Trusts 
Act, 1963 

( b ) Government means the CentralGovernment. 
(c ) Port Trust means the Cochin Port Trust. 
(d ) “ Employee " means an employee of the Board . 

(c) Permanent employee" /" Temporary employee " shall have the 
meaning assigned to them in the Cochin Port einployees (Recruitment, 
Seniority and Promotion ) Regulations, 1964. 

(f ) " Legal Adviser " means the Legal Adviser to the Cochin Port 
Trust appointed from time to time. 

3. Eligibility. - House Building advance may be granted to the following 
categories of Port Trust Employees. 

(a ) Permanent employees of the Port Trust. 

(b) Employees of the Port frust not falling in category (a) above 
who have rendered at least ten year s continuous service, provided the 
sanctioning authority is satisfied that they are likcly to continue in the 

Eg . 398 / 
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Service of the Port Trust at least till the house for which the advance is 
sanctioned , is built and /or mortgaged to the Port Trust: 
Note : In cases where both the husband and wife happen to be employees of 

the Port Trust and eligible for the grant of advance, it shall be 

admissible to only one of them . 
4 . Conditions to be fulfilled .-- An applicant for the grant of an advance 
must satisfy the following conditions : 

(a ) The cost of the house or flat to be built /purchased (including the 
cost of the residential plot in the case of a house) should not exceed sixty 
times the p .y of Port Trust employee or Rs. 1,00,000"whichever is less and 
the applicant should not have availed of any loan or advance for the purpose 
from any other Government source e. g. the Department of Rehabilitation or 
a Central or State Hou ing Scheme etc. provided however , that where the 
loa ! or advance etc. already availed of by an applicant does not exceed the 
amount admissible under these rules, it would be open to him to apply for 
an advance under these rules on the condition that he undertakes to repay 
the outstanding loans, advances, etc. (together with interest if any thereon ) 
forthwith , i 1 one lump sum to the departments concerned . 

In cases where an employee makes (or has made) a final withdrawal 
from his provident fund account in connection with the construction /acqui 
sition ofa house in addition to avail ng of an advance unc er thee rules , the 
total amount of the advance sanctioned under these rules and that 
withdrawn from the provident fund should not exceed sixty months pay or 
Rs. 1,00,000 whichever is less. 

( b ) Neither the applicant, nor the applicant s wife/husband /minor 
child musc be the owner of a house. However this condition may be relaxed 
by the Port Trust in exceptional circum tances; for example , if the applicant 
of the applicınt s wife/hu band/minor child owns a house in a village and 
the applicantdesires to settle down in a town ; where an applicant happens 
to own a house jointly with other relations , etc. and he desires to build a 
separate house for his bonafide residential purposes. 

(c ) The floor area of the house to be constructed or purchased must 
not be less than 380 sq . ft. 
Note :-- For the purposes of this and other Regulations, Notes, and forms of 

mortgagee etc., appended to these Regulations, the term "house ? 

also includes a flat, unless the context otherwise warrants. 
5. Purposes for which advance may be granted . - An advance may be granted 
for (a ) Constructing a new house (including the acquisition of a suitable 
plot of lad for the purpose) either at the place of duty or at the place where 
the Port Trust employee proposes to settle after retirement. An application 
for an advance for purchasing a ready built house or flat may also 
considered 

(b ) Enlarging living accommodation in an existing house owned by 
the employee concerned , provided that the total cost ofthe existing structure 
( ncluding land ) and proposed additions and expansions does not 

exceed 
sixty times his monthly pay or Rs. 1,00,000 whichever is less. 
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(c) Repayment of a loan or an advance taken from a Government 
source, as contemplated in Regulation 4 (a) of this Regulation this facility 
will however not be available if the construction on the house has already 
commenced . 

6. Amount of advance.- (a) Not more than one advance shall be sanc 
tioned under these Regulation to an employee during his entire service. 

(b ) An applicant may be granted an advance not exceeding an 
amount equal to 48 times the monthly pay, including officiating pay (except 
where drawn in a leave vacancy) Dearness Pay, Personal Pay and Special 
Pay mentione l in the schedule to the Central Civil Services (Revised Pay ) 
Rules, 1960 , but not pay drawn in a short or fixed term of deputation duty , 
subject to a maximum of Rs. 35,000 in cases covered by Regulation 5 (a) 
above, and Rs. 10,000 in cases falling under Regulation 5 (b ) above . In the 
case of a low paid employee, an advance may however, be granted up:o 
Rs. 4,800 irrespective of the pay actually drawn by the employee subject his 
repaying capacity 

The actual amount of advance to be sanctioned will be determined by 
the Chief Engineer of the Port Trust on the basis of plans, detailed specifica 
tions and estimates to be furnished by applicants justifying the amount of 
advance applied for , and shall be restricted to the estimated cost of construc 
tion within the ceiling amounts prescribed above. The amount of advance 
will further be restricted to the amount which a Port Trust Employee can 
repay partly from his Gratuity/Deth -cum -Retirement Gratuity and partly 
by convenient monthly deductions from his pay before the date of his 
superannuation according to the serviec rules, applicable to him . 

For the purposes of these calculations, it will be assumed that Trust 
employee can generally commence re -payment of the advance orie year after 
the date of approval of the advance by the Port Trust and that instalments 
calculated upto 33 1/ 3 % of his pay will be within his paying capacity . 

7. Disbursement and Security.- (a ) (1) Advance reqired for constructing 
a single storeyed new house or enlarging living accommodation in an existing 
house shall be paid as follows : 

(i) An amount equal to 30 % of the sanctioned advance will be 
payable to the applicant on his mortgiging, in favour of the Port Trust , the 
land purchased by him along with the house ro be built thercon where such 
mortgage is permitted by the terms of the sale of land. In cases where he 

the 
terms ofsale do not vest title in the purchaser till a house is erected on 
land the applicant shall execute an agreement with the Port Trust , ir the 
prescribed form agreeing to mortgage the land together with the house to be 
built thereon , as soon as the house has been built and the title to the property 
is complete . 

(ii) A further amountnot exceeding 40 % of the sanctioned advance 
will be payable when the house has reached plinth level. 

(iii) The remaining 30 % of the sanctioned acv..nce will be payable 
when the house has reached rooflevel, provided the Head of the Department 


is satisfied that the developments of the area in which the house is built is 
complete in respect of amenities such as water supply, street lighting, road , 
drainage and sewerage. 

(2 ) An advance required for constructing a double-storeyed new 
house or enlarging living accommo lation in an existing house shall be paid 
as follows: 

(i) . An amount equal to 25 % of the sanctioned advance will be 
payable to the applicant on his mortgaging , in favour of the Port Trust, the 
land purchased by him along with the house to be built thereon , where such 
mortgage is permitted by the terms of the sale of land. In cases where such 
mortgage is not permitted the provision as contained in the last sentence of 
Regulation 7 (a ) (1) (i) will apply . 

( ii ) A further amount not exceeding 30 % of the sanctioned advance 
will be payable when the house has reached plinth level. 

(iii) A further amount not exceeding 25 % of the sanctioned advance 
will be payable when the roof of the ground floor has been laid . 

(iv ) The remaining 20 % of the sanctioned advance will be payable 
when the roof of the first floor has been laid provided the Head of the 
Department is satisfied that the development of the area in which the house 
is built is complete in respect of amenities such as water supply , street 
lighting, roads, drainage and sewerage. 
Note:-The standard of the amenities of water supply , street lighting, 

roads, drainage and sewerage provided in cities being inapplicable to 
rural areas, the head of the Department may give the requisite certi 
ficate if the vicinities in which the houses are proposed to be built 
or living accommodation enlarged in the rural areas provide wells or 
hand pumps ( in lieu of filtered water supply through themains in the 
Cities), ordinary kerosene or other lanterns in the street in lieu of 
electricity or gas lighting in the cities), open drains and facilities for 
sewerage ( in lieu of underground drains and sewerage plants in the 
cities) etc. to enable the officials to draw the proportionate amounts 
as provided in Regulation 7 (a ) (1) ,(iii) and 7 (a) (2) ( iv ). With a 
view to satisfying himself as to the development of a locality in a 
rural area, the Head of the Department may call upon the applicant 
availing of the advance to produce a certificate from somecompetent 
civil authority e.gi; District Magistrate, President of District Board, 
or Panchayat or any other re ponsible authority, certifying as to the 
existence of the necessary amenities in the locality and then disburse 
the final instalment of the advance only after a satisfactory certificate 
has been produced . 

(3) An advance required for purchasing a ready-built house shall 
be paid as follows: 

The Head of the Departmentmay sanction the payment of the entire 
amount required by, and admissible to the applicant in one lump sum on the 
anglicant s executing an agreement for the repayment of the loan . The 
acquisition of the house must be completed , and thehouse mortgaged to the 
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Port Trust within 3 months of the drawal of the advance , failing which the 
advance, together with the interest thereon shall be refunded to Port Trust, 
forthwith , unless an extension of this time limit is granted by the Head of 
the Department concerned . 

(4) An advance required for purchase / construction of a new flat 
shall be paid as follows: 

The Head of the Departmentmay sanction the payment of the amount 
required by , and admissible to the applicant, on the applicant s executing an 
agreement and comply with the provisions contained in Regulation 7 (b ) (2) 
for the repayment of the loan . The amountmay either be disbursed in one 
lump sum or in suitable instalmen s at the discretion of the Head of the 
Department. The amount so drawn or the instalment/s so drawn by the 
applicant shall be utilise : for the purpose for which it was drawn within one 
month of the drawal of the advance or the instalment s , failing which the 
advance or part of the advance so disbursed , together with interest thereon 
shall be refunded to the Port forthwith , unless an extension of this time limit 
is specifically granted by the Head of the Department. 

In the case ofapplications for advance for purchasing a ready built 
house or acquisition of flat, 

(i) the advance will not exceed 48 months pay and will be further 
restricted to 80 % of the total cost of the house/flat, or Rs. 35,000 whichever 
is lower ; 

( ii) the advance will be admissible only for an out-right purchase 
and not for hire-purchase of a house/flat : 

(iii) the employee gets the right to mortgage the house /fat to the 
Port Trust straight away; and 

(iv) the total cost of the house /flat does not exceed the prescribed 
ceiling. 

In the case of sale of flats/houses by Government, Semi-Government or 
Local Bodies, Housing Boirds, Development Authorities and the like, the 
applicants while submi ting the applications need not enclose therewith any 
approved plans, estimates, valuation and utility (remaining life of the 
building ) certificates. In such cases it will be presumed that the house /flat 
is in an approved /developed or a colony and that the house/ flat has been 
constructed according to a properly approved plan and is of sound specifica 
tions and the building will at least last for 20 years (themaximum period in 
which the advance with interest is recoverable) and the cost of the house/ flat 
is reasonable. In such cases the application should be accompanied by the 
following documents. 

1. An attested copy of a letter from the Government Department/ 
Semi-government Organisation /Local Body/Housing Board etc. as the case 


may be (from whom the house is to be purchased ) allotting or agreeing to 
allot the land and house (or the flat, as the case may be ) and stating 
therein : 

(2 ) the cost of the house and land/flat ; 
(b ), the conditions for sale ; 
(c) the accommodation available therein ; 

(d ) whether they have permitted the employee to mortgage the land 
end the house/flat in favour of the Cochin Port Trust as a security for the 
a Ivance of such terms and conditions as the Port Trusť may prescribe. 

2. An attested copy of the draft lease /sale deed for land and the house/ 
flat. 

(5). Advance required for repaying a loan taken by the applicant for 
constructing a house shall be paid as follows: 

The Headsofthe Departmentmay sinction the payment of the entire 
amount required by and admissible to the applicant in one lump sum on the 
applicant s executing an agreement in the prescribed form for the repay. 
ment of the loan. The acquisition of the house must be complete: , and the 
house mortgaged to Port Trust within 3 months of the drawal of the 
advance, failing which the advance together with the interest thereon shall 
be refunded to the Port Trust forth with , unless an extension of this time 
limit is granted by the Heads of the Department concerned . 

(b ) (1) In addition to their executing the agreement/mortgage deed 
referre i to in sub-para (a ) above, the following three categories of applicants 
shall also be require i to furnish the surety of an approved permanent Port 
Trust employee in the prescribed form before the sanctioned advance or any 
part thereof is actually disbursed to them : 

(i) all applicants who are not perminent Port Trust employees ; 

( ii ) all applicants who are due to retire from service within a 
period of 18 months following the date of application for the grant of 
advance : 

( iii) all applicants who are permanent Port Trust employee but 
not covered by sub-para (ii) above if they require the advance for repay 
ment of earlier loan /loans t:ken for constructing/purchasing a house ; 
Note:-(i) The liablity of the surety will continue till the house . built / 

redeemed is mortgaged to the Port Trust or till the advance 
together with interest due thereon is repaid to the Port Trust 

whichever happens earlier . 

(ii) Utilisation of the advance for a purpose other than that for 
which it is sanctioned shall render the employee liable to suitable discipli 
nary action under the Cochin Port Employees (C. C. & A.) Regulations 
1964 or under ny other rules of service applicable to the employee. He may 
also be called upon to refund to the Port Trust forthwith , the entire advances 
drawn by him together with interest accruing thereon in accordance with 
Regulation 8 of these Regulations. 
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(2 ) In addition to the compliance with the above provisions contained 
in Sub -Regulation (a ) and (b ) (1) above the applicant for constructing or 
purchase of ready-built flats should furnish adequate collateral security as 
laid down under Rule 274 of the Compilation of the General Financial 
Rules (Revised and Enlarged), 1963, to the satisfaction of the Head of the 
Department wherever the land on which the flits stand is not mortgaged by 
the owner of land in favour of the Cochin Port Trust as a security towards 
repayment of the advance . 

8. Interest: - Advances granted under these regulations shall carry 
simple interest from the date of advance , the amount of interest being 
calculated on the balances outstanding on the last day of each month . The 
rate has been provisionally fixed at 52 % per annum and will be subject to 
revision as and when necessary . 

9. Construction ,Maintenance etc. (al Coustruction of a house /Aat or 
additions to living accommodation in an existing house (as the case may be) 
shall be. 

(i) Carried out exactly in accordance with the approved plan and 
specifications on the basis of which the amount of the advance has been 
computed and sanctioned . The plan and specifications must not be departed 
from without the prior written concurrence of Cochin Port Trust. The 
employee shall certify , when applying for instalments ofadvance admissible 
at the plinth /roof level, that construction is being carried out strictly in 
accordance with the plan and estimates furnished by him to the Port Trust, 
that the construction has actually reached plinth /roof level and that the 
amount already drawn has actually been used on the construction of the 
house/flat. The Head of the Departmentmay, if necessary, arrange to have 
inspection carried out to verify the correctness of the certificate. 

(ii) Completed within 18 months of the date on which the first 
instalment of the advance is paid to the Port Trust Employee concerned . 
Failure to do so will render the Port Trust Emyloyee liable to refund the 
entire amount advanced to him (together with interest thereon calculated 
as in Regulation 8 above ), in one lump sum . An extension of the time limit 
may be allowed upto one year by the Head of the Department and for 
longer period by the Board of Trustees, in those cases where the work is 
delayed due to circumstances beyond his control. The date of completion 
must be reported to the Head of the Department concerned without delay. 

(b ) Immediately on completion the Port Trust employee concerned 
shall insure the house/flat at his own cost with the Life Insurance Corporation 
of India for a sum not less than the amount of the advance and shall 
keep it so insured against damage by fire, flood and lightening till the 
advance is fully repaid to the Port Trust and deposit the Policy with Port 
Trust. The premia must be paid regularly and the premium receipts 
produced for inspection by the appropriate authority (Head of the Office 
or Department concerned ). The Head of the Department will obtain from 

the 
the employee drawing the advance a letter to the insurer with whom 
house is insured , to notify to the latter the fact that Port Trust is interested 


in the insurance policy secured . The Head of Departmentwill himself 
forward the letter to the Insurer and obtain his acknowledgment. In the 
case of Insurances effected on annual basis , this process should be repeated 
every year until the advance has been fully repaid to the Port Trust. 

(c) The house / flat must be maintained in good repair at his own 
cost by the Port Trust Employee concerned . He shall also keep it free 
from all encumbrances, and shall continue to pay all the Municipal and 
other Local rates and taxes regularly until the advance has been repaid to 
the Port in full. The employee shall furnish an annual certificate to the 
effect to the Head of the Department. 

(d ) After the completion of the construction of the house/ flat, 
annual inspection may be carried out by any authorised officers under 
instructions from the Head of the Department concerned , to ensure that it 
is maintained in good repair until the advanice has been repaid in full . The 
employee concerned shall afford full facility for these inspections to the 
officer/s designated for the purpose. 
Note :-Furnishing a false certificate will render the employee concerned 

liable to suitable disciplinary action under the rules of service 
applicable to him . He may also be called upon to refund to the 
Port Trust forth with the entire advance drawn by him together 
with interest accruing thereon in accordance with Regulation 8 of 

these Regulations . 
10. Repayment of the advance:-(a ) the advance granted to an employee 
under these regulations together with the interest thereon shall be repaid in 
full by monthly instalments within a period not exceeding 20 years. First 
the recovery of the advance shall be made in not more than 180 monthly 
instalments and then interest shall be recovered in not more than 60 monthly 
instalments . 
Note:-(i) The amount to be recovered monthly shall be fixed in whole 

rupees, except in the case of the last instalment when the 
Temaining balance including any fraction of a rupee shall be 

recovered . 
(ii ) Recovery of advance granted for constructing a new house /flat 

or enlarging living accommodation in an existing house shall 
commence from the month following the completion of the 
house/ flat or the 18th month after the date on which the first 
instalment of the advance is paid to the Port Trust Employees, 
whichever is earlier . In the case of advance taken for purchas 
ing a ready built house flat or for repaying earlier loans (inclu 
ding those from private parties) taken for constructing a house, 
recovery shall commence from the pay of the month following 

that in which that advance is drawn . 
(iii ) It will be open to employee to repay the amount in a shorter 

period if he so desires . In any case, the entire advance must be 
repaid in full (with interest thereon ) before the date on which 
they are due to retire from service. 
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(iv ) In order to avoid undue hardship to an employee who is due to 

retire within 20 years of the date of application for the grant 
of an advance and under the previous rules applicable to him is 
eligible for the grant of a gratuity or death-cum -retirement 
gratuity the Head of the Department, may permit him to repay 
the advance with interest in convenient monthly instalment 
( the amount of which shall not be less than the amount of 
monthly instalments on the basis of repayment within a period 
of 20 years ) during the remaining period of his service, provided 
he agrees to the incorporation of a suitable clause in the pres 
cribed agreement and mortgage deed to the effect that the Port 
Trust shall be entitled to recover the balance of the said advance 
with interest remaining unpaid at the time of his retirement or 
death preceding retirement from the whole or any specified part 

of the gratuity that may be sanctioned to him , 
(v) In case the employee does not repay the balance of the advance 

due to the Port Trust on or before the date of his retirement, 
it shall be open to the Port Trust to enforce the security of the 
mortgage at any time thereafter, and recover the balance of the 
advance due together with interest and cost of recovery, by sale 
of the house or in such other manner asmay be permissible under 

the law . 

(b ) Recovery of advance shall be effected through the monthly 
pay /leave salary /subsistence allowance bills of the employee concerned by 
the Head of the Office or the Financial adviser & Chief Accounts Officer 
concerned , as the case may be. The recoveries will not beheld up or post 
poned except with the prior concurrence ofthe Chairman of the Port Trust. 
İn the event of subsistence Allowance payable being reduced on prolonged 
suspension of the employee the recoveries may be suitably reduced by the 
Head of the department if considered necessary after obtaining the concur 
rence of the Chairman of the Port Trust. 

(c) If an employee ceases to be in service for any reason other than 
normal retirement superannuation , or if he dies, before repayment of the 
advance in full, the entire outstanding amount ofthe advance shall become 
payable to the Port Trust forthwith . " Port Trust may however in deserving 
cases, permit the Trust employee concerned , or his successors in interest as 
the case may be or the sureties in cases covered by reputation 7 (b ) if the 
house has not been completed and /ormortgaged to the Port Trust by that 
time, to repay the outstanding amount together with interest thereon calcu 
lated as in regulation 8 above in suitable instalments. Failure on the part 
of the employee concerned or his successors (as the case may be) to repay 
the advance for any reason whatsoever, will entitle the Port Trust to enforce 
the mortgage and take such other action to effect recovery ofthe outstanding 
amount as may be permissible. 

( d) The property mortgaged to the Port Trust shall be reconveyed 
to the employee concerned (or his successors in interest as the case may be)

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after the a tvance together with interesi there has been repaid to the Port 
Trust in full. 

11. Procedure for dealing with applicatio :25 ; (a ) Applications should 
berubmitted by the employees to the head of their department in the pres 
cribed forin ( in duplicate) through proper channel. The following docu 
me its shouli accompany the applications: 

(i) A declaration in regard to house, property, if any owned by the 
applicant or the applicant s wife /husband/minor children at the time of 
application . 

(ii ) If the advance is required for enlarging living accommodation 
in an existing hou e or for repaying earlier loans taken for constructing a 
house /flat, a attested copy of the sale deed as well as of other documents if 
any, e tablishing that the applicant possesses indisputable title to the 
property in question is free from encumbrarices. A site plan should also be 
furnishca where advance is require for repayments of earlier loan (s): 
authentic evidence indicating the outstanding amount($) of the loan (s) in 
question :hould also be furnished . 

( iii ) In all cases where applicants happen to be in pessession of land 
and desire to build a new house/ flat on it, a copy of the sale deed or other 
proof of the applicant having clear title to the land on which the house is 
proposed to be built along with a site plan . 

(iv) In cases where the applicant desires to purchase a flat, an 
attested copy of a letter from the seller of the flat to the effect that subject 
to the settlement and payment of the price, he is in a position to hand over 
the vacant posse sion of a clearly distinguishable flat to the applicant, within 
a period of two months from the date of his letter, may be forwarded . 

(b) The Heads of the Departmentswill scrutinise the applications 
and satisfy themselves of the correctness of the facts etce stated therein . 
They will also examine the title deeds etc. furnished in compliance with sub 
regulation (ii) and (iii) above (in consultation with Port Trust s Legal 
Adviser and the Revenue and Registration authorities if necessary) to make 
sure that the applicanī does in fact, posses a clear title to the property in 
question and that the property is free from encumbrance . After this has 
been done the Heads of Departments will forward the applications to the 
Chairman along with their recommendations . 

(c) The Chairman s Office will examine the applications in consul 
tation with the Financial Adviser & Chief Accounts Officer with reference 
to the priorities etc. if any , laid down for dealing with them . Subjects 
to fu ds being available , the applications will be returned to the Heads of 
the Departments concerned indicating: - 

(i) The amount ofadvance thatmay be sanctioned by the heads 
of Departments where it happens to be required for purchasing a ready 
built house or for repaying a loan taken for constructing a house. 
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(ii ) The monetary limit upto which the grait of an adva ice could 
be considered in due course, in other cases (viz . for cor tructing a new 
house or fos increasing living accommodation in an existing house). 


(d) On receipt of the approval of the Chairman , Cochin Port 
Trust: -- 


(i) Formal sanction to the grant ofan advance in the cases covered 
by sub-regulation (c) (i) above will be accorded by the Head of the Depart 
.ment concerned who hall satisfy himself in consultation with the Port 

Trust s Legal Adviser a id the Revenuead Registration au horities , that 
the applicant does, in fact, possess a clear a : d marke able title to the 
property, exclusive of title to plot of la id in the case of flats free from 
encumbrances and attachments. The Head of Department shall also 
arrange to complete the prescribed formalities such as execution of Agree 
meat, Mortgage , deed , surety bond etc. in the prescribed forms (in cosul 
tatio with the app opriate legal authorities, where necessary) and then 
au horise disbursement of an appropriate amount of the sanctioned advance 
to the applicant. 


(ii) The head of the Department hall instruct applicants 
desirous of constructing a new house/ flat or enlarging living accommodation 
in an existing house, to furnish two copies of plans as well as specificatios 
and estimates in the prescr:bed proforma. The plans must be got duly 
approved by the Murticipality or other localbody concerned before submit 
ting them to the Chairinan , Port Trust. 


(e ) The Plans, specifications and estimates referred to in sub -regu 
"lation (d ) (i ) aboy should be referred to ihe Chairman , Cochin Port 
Trust with reference to the earlier correspondence on the subject. The 
Chairman s Office will after examining all these details in consultation with 
the Financial Adviser and Chief Accounts Officer, i form the Head of the 
Department of the maximum amount of advar ce that could be granted to 
the applicant co : cerned . On receipt of the approval of the Chairman , the 
Head of the Departme t will accord formal sanction to the grant of the 
advance or if necessary amend the origis al sanctions issued in cases where 
the advance is required (see ub- rule (c) (i) and (c ) (i) above. The Head 
of the Departm shall also attend to all formalities as explained in sub 
rule (d ) (i) above and then authorise disbursement of the first instalment 
of advance for construction purpose to the applicant. The payment of 
remaining two instalments of advance may be authorised by the Head of the 
Department direct on the basis of certificates to be furnished by the appli 
cants as prescribed in rule 11 (a ) and such inspections as may be deemned 
necessary , It should also be verified before disbursing the last instalment 
of the advance that the development of the site has been completed (vide 
rule 7 (a ) above). 
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Note : While authorising disbursement ofan instalment of an advance as 

prescribed in Rule 11 (d ) or 11 (e) the Head of theDepartment 
will attach a certificate to the effect that the required formalities 
in pursuance of which the instalment has become due, have been 

complied with . 
(f) The Head of Departmentwill obtain all the requisite documents 
and follow the formalities prescribed in the Regulatioas before authorising 
disbursement of the advance in approved instalments . 

The Head of the Department shall also ensure that the construction of 
the house is completed within the period prescribed in the rules, and 
that : 

(i) The prescribed mortgage deed is executed immediately on 
completion / redemption of the house and the document kept in safe custody 
after registration . 

(ii ) . The house is insured in the manner indicated in regulation 
9 (b ) above immediately on its completioa /redemption and that the 
premium receipts are regularly produced for inspection . 

(iii ) The house is maintained in good repair and that the necessary 
insurance premia , land tax and Municipal rates and taxes are paid regularly, 
and the requisite certificate furnished annually until the advance has been 
repaid in fúll. 

(iv ) Themonthly recovery of instalments of repayment of advance 
commences from the due date and is made regularly from monthly pay /leave 
s lary/ sub -istence allowance bills of the employee concerned thereafter. 

( v) . In the case of employees likely to retire within 18 months of 
the date oftheir application for the advance (see rule 7 (b ) above ) the 
amount of their provideat fund and gratuity will be adequate to cover the 
balance of the advance outstanding agaizst them just before the date of their 
retirement and that in such cases any applications for advance /withdrawal 
from this Provident Fund subsequent to the grant of house building advances 
under the:e rules, should not be ordinarily entertained . 

(vi) Any amount drawn in excess of the expenditure incurred , is 
refunded by the employee concerned to the Port Trust forthwith together 
with the interest if any duc thereon . 

( vii ) The property mortgaged to the Port Trust is released 
immediately on the repayment of the advance and the interest thereon in 
full.
